Dr. Sachar is the author of The Course of Modern Jewish 
History ; Aliyah ; F rom the Ends of the Earth ; The Emergence of the 
Middle East» 191^-192^ ; and Europe Leaves the Middle East, 1936-

A member of Phi Beta Kappa, the American Historical 
Association, and the American Academy of Political and Social 
Science, Dr. Sachar was a Fellow of the National Endowment For 
the Humanities during his sabbatical in 1970.

NATIONAL CANCER INSTITUTE AWARDS GRANT TO GW PROFESSOR 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The National Cancer Institute has 
awarded a three-year grant totaling $159,084 to Nathan Mantel, 
a George Washington University research professor, for his 
project entitled, "Cancer Epidemiology: Statistical Methods." 

Mr. Mantel, a member of the statistics department, is working 
at the GW Biostatistics Center In Bethesda, Md., where he Is 
developing statistical methods for use In analyzing data about 
the incidence and distribution of cancers in human populations. 

The statistical methods will be used to develop tools that might 
explain certain characteristics of the disease, such as the 
appearance of a certain form of cancer within a particular 
population group. 

The researcher became a professor at GV/ last month, after 
retiring from the National Cancer Institute, where he had worked 
since 1947. His grant is being given In three one-year awards: 
the first, awarded March 1, totaled $52,693; the second will 
total $51,962; and the third will be for $54,429.

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While at NCI, Mr. Mantel participated in research on tropical 
diseases, chemotherapy, carcinogenesis, and dental diseases. 

He has published numerous articles in scientific Journals, has 
been an associate editor of the NCI Journal, has been an associate 
editor and member of the editorial advising board for Cancer 
Research , and has served on the editorial board for Biometrics 
magazine. 

Mr. Mantel also has been an adjunct professor of blostatlstics 
at the graduate school of public health at the University of 
Pittsburgh and last summer presented a short course in epidemiology 
at the University of Tel Aviv in Israel.

WASHINGTON D.C. — More than one hundred Scandinavian scholars 
from the United States and abroad will meet here May 2 through May 4, 
for the 64th international meeting of the Society for the Advance¬ 
ment of Scandinavian Study, hosted this year by The George V/ashing- 
ton University. 

The meeting, the first ever to be held in Washington, will 
feature 15 sessions on a wide range of Scandinavian topics extend¬ 
ing from politics and economics to linguistics and folklore. There 
will also be an evening of Scandinavian films, many of which have 
never been seen in the United States, and special exhibitions of 
the region's books and arts and crafts in the GV/U Library. 

In conJ\inctlon with the showing of one of the films, a Nor¬ 
wegian production of Ibsen's The V/ild Duck in Lisner Auditorium 
(7:30 p.m.. Hay 2), a representative of the Norwegian Embassy will 
formally present to GVru librarian Rupert Woodward a forty-volume 
collection of Norwegian literature. 

Highlights of the Friday, May 3, program will include sessions 
on "Marxist Criticism and Scandinavian Literature" at 9 a.m.; 

"Socialism in Scandinavia" at 10:45 a.m.; ’Scandinavia and the 
Challenge of the European Communities" at 1:30 p.rn.; and "Scandi¬ 
navia and North Sea Oil" at 3:15 p.m. All sessions are scheduled 
for GWU Building C, 2201 G Street, N.W.

PETER MUIRHEAD TO JOIN GEORGE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY 

WASHINGTON, D.C. - Peter P. Muirhead, Deputy Commissioner for 
Higher Education in the Office of Education (HEV/), will assume a 
combination of duties at The George V/ashington University in Sep¬ 
tember of this year. 

Commissioner Muirhead will become director of the Educational 
Resources Information Center (ERIC) Clearinghouse on Higher Education 
at the university. He will be a professorial lecturer in the GV/U 
School of Education, teaching part-time, and he will participate in 
the activities of the Institute for Educational Leadership at the 
university. 

‘ V7e are very fortunate to bring to George Washington University 
a man with Commissioner Muirhead*s experience and broad understanding 
of the problems which beset American education,'' Dr. Lloyd H. Elliott, 
president of George Washington University, said. "VJe know that our 
administrative staff, as well as the faculty and graduate students 
of the university, will benefit from this new close association with 
him,*' he continued. 

Mr. Muirhead succeeds Dr. Carl J. Lange, assistant vice president 
for research at George V/ashington, in the director's post at the

of educational policy, as well as continuing as assistant vice 
president for research. 

Executive Deputy Commissioner for Education from 1970 to 1972, 

Mr. Muirhead served several times as Acting Commissioner of Education. 
He also served as special assistant to Sidney P. Marland, Jr., 
Assistant Secretary for Education. He has been Deputy Commissioner 
for Higher Education since June of 1973. Mr. iluirhead joined the 
federal government in 1959 to administer the higher education programs 
authorized by the National Defense Education Act. In 1961 he was 
named Assistant Commissioner for Program and Legislative Planning 
and in 1965 became the first Associate Commissioner to head the 
newly-established Bureau of Higher Education. 

Prior to Joining the government he held a variety of teaching 
and administrative posts with the University of the State of New York 
and the New York State Education Department. He was also a visiting 
lecturer at Harvard, Syracuse, and Cornell. 

Among his many honors and awards are the Outstanding Service 
Award from the University of the State of Mew York for two years 
(1953 and 1957)s the Superior Service Award from the Office of 
Education (196^); the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare 
Distinguished Service Medal (1968); and the Secretary's Special 
Citation (1969). He holds eight honorary doctorates. 

Born in Scotland, Iluirhead came to the United States as a child. 
He received a bachelor of science degree from the State University 
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of New York and a master of arts degree from the University of 
Rochester. He has done post-graduate work both at Cornell and New 
York University. 

He married the former Kathryn Mary Waterman in 1933- Mr. and 
Mrs. Muirhead are the parents of two children, Margaret Mary 
(Mrs. Clarence Tyler) and David Norton.
